Blaylock, saying his department 
must "exercise fiscal responsl* 
bility now," announced today 
that the $3 monthly Social Se* 
curity premium for supplemen* 
tal medical Insurance is being 
dropped. 


The $3 is a physician's fee 


for elderly welfare recipients. 


"This action, which is one of 


several economy measures un- 
der study by the agency, is be* 
ing taken because there is sim» 
ply not enough money to finance 
all 
the current welfare pro- 


grams," Blaylock said. 


"This has been a painful de- 


cision but the agency's finan- 
cial situation gives me no other 
choice," he said, "We would 
like to continue the premium 
payment program if the legisla- 
ture will provide the means."

today for Japan, some hospital 
near Tokyo, for 90 days.
